Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

Six excisions to the publication are required in order to reduce the impact of highly degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning sexual conduct, and treatment of material which degrades, 
dehumanises and demeans female participants, and by extension, women in general. The excised 
material involves highly controlling and inconsiderate conduct which has the effect of reducing 
women to mere sexual objects and sexual conduct by women where they demean themselves by 
their actions. 


Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entided Mad At Daddy 2 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a DVD made up primarily of a feature and some still footage explicitly depicting 
intense sexual activity. The feature and trailers include material which degrades, dehumanises and 
demeans female participants, and by extension, women in general. There are instances of 
controlling sexual activity by men where little or no regard is shown for the women's welfare or 
comfort. The conduct is significant enough to warrant a classification of objectionable unless these 
aspects of the publication are reduced. If the recommended excisions are made the availability of 
the publication is unlikely to be injurious to the public good provided it is restricted to persons 18 
years of age and over. 

In this instance the distributor declined to make the excisions as recommended and the publication 
is therefore classified as objectionable. The Classification Office has considered the effects of the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 on the application of the classification. The classification 
outcome is a reasonable limitation on freedom of expression. It reflects the concern of a free and 
democratic society to prevent the availability of publications that degrade, demean and dehumanise 
women to such a high extent and degree. The injury to the public good from the above material 
becoming available is that an attitudinal shift may take place if people become desensitised to this 
conduct, and regard it as normal behaviour. 
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
